' putting it or. This is n 't white, but of a 
j light stone color, without the unpUasant 
R'are of white. The color may be changed 
by adding more or less of the col .rs na ned 
lor other colors. This wash covers well, 
needing only one coat, and is supe- 
rior to anything known excepting oil 
paint. I have known a rough bond barn 
washed wrh this to laok well for live years, 
and even longer, without renewing. The 
cement hardens, but on 3 rough surf tee will 
not scale.

In thecurrcit short session of Congress 
the Republicans will have an opportunity 
to do something in the way of revenue 
reform, and under the pressure of a 
strong public sentiment they may be in- 
duced to seize the occasion; but it will not 
forestall the Democratic action of the 
next Congress. Nothing can be plainer 
than that the political revolution which 
the country has just experienced was in- 
tended to show that plunder and extrav- 
agance had to be stopped, and that it 
was to be done through the agency of 
the Democratic party. Whatever may be 
done in this direction by the present 
Congress will not detract from the credit 
which is already due to Democracy, lor 
without the late Democratic triumph and 
the unmistakable expression of distrust 
in Republicanism, their excesses would 
have gone on increasing rather than di 
minishing. If any reforms are placed 
upon foot just now they will be the results 
of-nn extraordinary force applied to Re- 
publicans through the ballot boxes. They 
are in no condition to claim any credit 
for doing what the people have de- 
manded shall be done, and it will 
be a place', of brazen effrontery in any 
Republican to claim that his party has 
been the author of any measure looking 
to retrenchment, and an honest .admin- 
istration of the affairs of Government. 

If anything is done to remodel the 
system of collecting the internal revenue 
and to curtail the immense patronage of 
th 2 Government, it will doubtless be cheer- 
fully done in view of the improbability 
th it Republicans will ever have another 
opportunity to enjoy the power which it 
has given to them in the past. They 
ought to be perfectly willing to see the 
Democrats disarmed ot all such means 
of perpetuating their rule, and it will 
doubtless be the aim of the present Con- 
gress to do the disarming, and not wait to 
see it done voluntarily by the Democrats, 
as they know it will be. If anything is 
done to shorten expenditures, it will have 
to be done quickly, for the time of the 
session is already appropriated for other 
important purposes, and there is little 
room for a full confession and death-bed 
repentance- The breath of the Republi- 
can party is becoming very short, and if 
there is to be any compounding with the 
devil it must be expeditiously done.
